graph Station.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., November 15.—A rumor 
reached here this morning from Christian 
County, the home ofthe Bald Knobber king, 
Dave Walker that five of the witnesses against 
him in his trial for murder had been lynched 
by ex-Bald Knobbers. It Is said 
that the friends of Walker had 
waited until the Supteme Court had passed 
finally on the case, and then learning that 
Walker must bang, proceeded to wreak their 
vengeance. The lynching is said tos have 
taken place on Tuesday night on the banks of 
what is known as Bull Creek. 

LATER NEWS. 

8 p. m.— Nothing authentic can be learned 
of the Bald Knob lynching. The point at 
which it is said to have occurred is forty miles 
from a telegraph station, and the only means 
of communication is by messenger. 

Late last night a man by the name of 
Grant arrived here from Taney Uity, in 
Taney County, to see Joe Inman and Charles 
Graves to give them warning not to return to 
their homes in Christian County. Inman and 
Graves were concerned in the Greene and 
Edens murder, and to save their necks 
they turned State’s evidence. Both came 
here several days ago and were about 
returning when Grant reached here and told 
them that five men had already been lynehed 
andthe mob was waiting for them. Grant 
knew nothing of the lynching himeelf, the in- 
formation had been brought to him by 
one of Inman’s relatives who did not stop to 
give particulars, butcontinued his flight to- 
wards Arkansas after begging Grant to warn 
Inman and Graves. Both men are still in the 
city, but will hazard, a return to-night. 


Who the Bald Knobbers Are. 


Dave Walker was the Chief of the Bald 
Knobbers, who for months made life a worth- 
less burden for all who fell under 
their displeasure in Christian 
County. The Bald Knobbers were 
were originally — or bandaoft citizens 
of Christian and ar | Counties who com- 
bined to correct abuses then existing 
in their locatity in the ark Moug- 
tains. They afterward undertook to 
avenge personal wrongs, and 90 
began a terrible career of crime. Men were 
taken from their beds at night and killed or 
brutally whipped. Women were beaten and 
even children sometimes suffered when 
the masked men made one of their midnight 
raids.

SUICIDE OF JACOB BLATTNER, THE-AGED 
OPTICIAN, THIS MORNING. 


The Old Man, Weary of Sickness and Long- 
Continued Suffering, Deliberately Kills 
Himself—His Physician Tells Hew Mr. 
Blattner Had Stated That He Was Beady 
and Willing to Die. 


James Blattner, the well known optician, 
committed suigide at an early houf this morn- 
ing at his residence, 2000 Rutger street, by 
shooting himself through the heart. He was 
found about 7 o’clock by Bis hbotsekecper, 
who came to awaken him, lying on the floor 
with the revolver, which be had used to end 
his troubles, by his side.

| The War of the Eastern Roads of West- 
Bound Freight Rates. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DisParcu. 

New York, November 15.—The out- rate war 
does not seem to be such a serious affair after 
all. There was practically pothing new in the 
matter yesterday. At the headquarters of the 
different trunk lines here no one was willing 
to talk about it for publication. Trafic Man- 
ager Hedgeman of the Delaware, Lackawanna 
& Western denied the rumor that his road pro- 
posed a further cut, and said that it was try- 
ing merely to follow the lead of the New York 
Central and not to go a cent below the present 
schedule. f 
President King of the Erie said that this 
drop in through rates means the abandon- 
ment of through business by some lines, which 
will arrange to charge a through rate high 
enough to pérmit the maintenance of local 
rates, showing a fair margin of profit. 
President Chauncey M. Depew of the New 
York Oentral corroborated the statement in 
yesterday’s papers that the probable effect of 
the cut would not be as great as generally sup- 


ed. 
Pe The fact is we have not cut any rates, he 
said, ‘‘we have simply made our tariffs uni- 
form with the other roads. The business 
which is affected on our lines is less than 6 
per cent, in fact ö and 9-10 per cent. I do not 
think that any meeting of the Presidents is 
necess . We can settle this thing very 
quickly. If the other lines will advance rates 
we will follow suit. There isa big scare on, 
but it will not amount to anything. The 
about ruination, etc., is simply arrant non- 
sense.

DEREER, COMMITS SUICIDE IN PRISON, 


On the Nee of His Execution the Doomed 


Man Takes a Dose of Strychnine—The 
Murder of Farmer Hitchteck and Wife 


and Old Man Fengh—Anschiag’s Greed— 
His Confession. 


Los Avent, Cal, November 15.—Fritz 
Anschlag, the German who was to have been 
executed Friday for the murder of Mr. and 
Mrs. Hitcheook at Garden Grove, in January 
last, and who, in a statement made a few days 
ago, also confessed the killing of Julius Feugh, 
a neighbor, in Butte County, in 1885, both of 
which crimes were committed avowedly for 
the purpose of securing their landed property 
or money, committed stitcide last night by 
taking strychnine and died at 19:80 this morn- 
ing. Rev. U. 8. Glyek, who has been 
constant in his visitations to Anschlag, 
lett the prisoner about 10 o'clock, 
and * short time after the

ANSCHLAG’6S CRIME. 

On January 27 of this year areport, the 
first concerning Anschiag, came from Santa 
Anna, Cal., stating that on the Monday pre- 
vious C. B. Hitchcook, a prominent farmer, 
came with his wile to Santa 
Anna to acknowledge a deed to 
his property which he had just sold to a 
German named Anschlag. After transactin 
their business in the town all three return 
te Hitehcock’s farm. After that they were 
missed by the neighbors and some comment 
created by their prolonged absence. 

On Thursday succeeding the day of the mur- 
der a search party was organized and a thor- 
ough examination made of Hitchcock's farm. 
For a long time their search was not rewarded 
with any discovery. For a whole day the 
searching party rumaged the house from top 
to bottom, over and over again, and looking 
carefuliy over the entire farm. Late in the 
evening just at it was growing dark 

A MO8T STARTLING DISCOVERY WAS MADE. 
Way off in asecluded corner of the farm ina 
spot the searching party had passed and re- 
passed 4 dozen time, a pile of mixea dirt and 
straw arrested the attention of one of the 
searchers. The removal of this pile of rub- 
bish displayed the brutal work of some fiend- 
ish murderer. Hitehcoek’s throat was cut 
from ear to ear, and bis skull horribly 
crushed. His wife had been killed with a 
hatebet which was efterwards found in the 
immediate vicinity. Hersxull had been split 
by several vicious blows. The suspicion fell, 
of course, upon the man Anech who was 
last seen with the Hitchcocks, but he was no- 
where to be found. A party started in pur- 
suit and the report was given out that he bad 
been overtaken and ivnched by the pursuin 
party. This report was afterwards deni 
and Auschiag was said to be still at large.

of old Julius Feugh, who had a vineyard at the 
Counistadt colony in Butte County, Oal. 
They were right in their suspicions. Anschlag 
besides being the murderer of Hitchcock and 
his wife, had been gulity of murdering old 
Julius Feugh. 4 promise of commutation 
made by the detectives throggh one of 
oem friends brought out the confes- 
sion. 
THE MURDERER'S CONFESSION. 

The story of the frst crime and confession 
was in substance as follows: Feugh was «a 
veteran of the German army who had been 
bred in the wine-growing districts of the 
Rhine, and who had a passion for vineyard 
work. He built a rude cabin on land he bought 
from the colony and had a fine vineyard. Te 
lived entirely alone, and his secretive habite 
led to the report that he was a miser and had 
his hoarded fortune concealed in his house, 
Into which he allowed no one to 
Suddenly, in September, 
and nothing ; As 
he left some valuables behind, the neighbors 
suspected he had been murdered, and, when 
Anschiag’s crime in Los Angeles County was 
discovered the suspicion at once became 
fixedon him. Anschlag, in his confession, 
told the following story: 

THE 


MURDER. 

On the morning of September 1, 1887, he had 
been out hunting rabbite and on his return 
left his shotgun, loaded with shot, standing 
against the back gate. He then went to his 
house and was washing himself when Feugh, 
bie neighbor, came to the gate and asked — 
a drink ot milk. Anschiag gave it to him. 

Feughb then asked permission to cross the 
lot, through which a trail led to the bigh road 
to Marvev lie. Anschlag consented, but while 
they were taiking George Stiger, the agent for 
the Flume & Water Co., from where Anschiag 
had bought his land, and his neigu bor, Bader, 
cameup. The latter said that he was going to 
Bangor also. Shortly after that the party 
started along the trail, which was skirted by * 
deep furrow. As Anschlag passed the gate he 
— up hie gun. From all indications 

eugh’s murder was premeditated by An- 
schiag. The intended victim was allowed to 
lead the way, Bader in the middie and An- 
schlag last, with his loaded gun. 

About seventy-five yards from the road to 
Bangor, Anschlag suddenly cried out. There 
la a hare, no doubt a preconcerted signal, 
and as the words left his mouth he .raised his 
gun to his shoulder and lodged the full charge 
of the barrel In the back of Feugh’s neck. 22 
murdered msn dropped like a stone aud ex- 
pired instantiy. Anschiag, after looking about 
and seeing no one but Bader, ran back to his 
house, procured a spade and dug a hole three 
feet deen, twenty feet from the spot where bis 
victim lay. He dragged the body to it, and 
dropping it in, covered it with earth.

DEATH OF MAJ. LA MOTTE. 


An Old and Well-Known St, Louisan and;

THK FOES OF THE OYSTER. 


Depredations of Starfish on the Oyster Beds— 
: Measures for Their Protection. 


From the New York Malt and Express. 

The ravages of starfish upon the oyster beds 
in Long Island and Staten Island Sounds are 
causing alarm among the oystermen as to the 
future of their industry. The damage amonnts 
to thousands of dollars annually, and but for 
the continued watchfulness of the planters, 
and their united action when the enemy 
appears, the oyster beds would be ruined 


and the supply of bivalves cut off. 80 
Important is the problem of preventing the 
depredations of the starfish, that the United 
States Fish Commission have detailed the 
Government steamer Fish Hawk, Lieut. Jas. 


A. Smith, commander, tor the pu ese of in- 
vestigat ing the subject and devis Be moans 


forthe protection of the oyster. 
carries forty men, and bas a steam launch 
fitted with dredging apparatus and instru- 
ments for sounding and sampling the bed of 
the sound. The steamer 1 working from 
Narragansett towards this 

Thateucha well protec 1— iy Divalve as an 
oyster should be the defenseless prey of the 
soft five-fingered starfish seems singular. 
But without tooth or claw to work with, the 
star manages to open the shelis and devour 
the oyster without difficulty. It clasps the 

ster in its rays, folding itself about the 
shell until the oyster is suffocated. The shelis 
shen part and the starfish, not being able to 
extract the contents, protrudes ite stomach 
into the opening, surrounding the oyster with 
its coats and digesting it. It then withdraws, 
leaving only the empty shelis. As starfish 
sravel * droves and take only afew hours to 
destroy an oyster-bed when they settie on it, 
~~. importance of fighting them is readily 


Ar. Edward Thompson, one of the largest 
oyster planters at Northport, L. I., has a plan 
for — rid of starfish which he detailed to 

r nd Express reporter te-day. He said 
that starfish made one of the best fertilizers 
known. They are easily obtained in large 
quantities, easily cured and ground, and when 
mixed in the proper proportions with earth 
the product would be of great value to 
the truck gardeners and fruit growers 
on Long Isiand. Mr. Thompson has experi- 
mented witn the starfish and found that 
after being steamed and exposed to the air 
they become dry and hard, so that they can be 

eaally pulverized in any ordinary mi He 
suggests that the Government offer a small 
bounty for all starfish captured, and thata 
steam drying and grinding establishment be 
put up ata vonvenient point. This would in- 
duce some of the oystermen to devote them- 
selves entirely to gathering starfish. Threeor 
four bushels are frequentiy brought up on 4 
dredge, and from twenty-five to seventy-five 
are easily obtained in a day's work.

A Good Story- Teller Relates How She Was
